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WASHIN GTON LETTER. 

[From our Regular Oorreepoodent.] 

• _ 

Washington, December IS. 

The alleged snubbing of Speaker Crisp 
at the Reform Club bosquet in New 
York by President-elect Cleveland’s 
friends has created o sensation In Wash¬ 
ington, and oil sorts of predictions, some 
of them ridioulous, ore mode of whot 
will come out of it. Mr. Crisp will not 
talk mueh about it himself, but his 
friends are doing enough talking, and 
some of it to fighting talk, too. Mr 
Crisp admits that he prepared a speech 
in advance, and furnished the pc 
with copies of It in anticipation of de¬ 
livering it at the banquet, and thot he 
was not asked to speak- The anti 
Crisp Democrats soy thot this snub to i 
notice that Cleveland folks do not ap¬ 
prove of Mr. Crisp, and that they will 
have a candidate for Speaker of the 
next House, and It looks to on unpreju 
diced man as though they are in the 
neighborhood of being right. 

Every session of Congress to, accord¬ 
ing to its members, before it convenes, 
to be a “working session,” but if this 
one is to develop any hustling qualities, 
it bos got to “get a move os’* its first 
week’s poos, which has bees of 
regulation leisurely before-the-hoiidays 
brand. It has done and to doing lota of 
talking about what may be done at this 
session, but the only aotual practice! step 
that has been taken towards really do¬ 
ing anything to the reporting to 
House of one of the regular appropria¬ 
tion bills—the Military. True, a number 
of bills have bees Introduced, but that 
does not Indicate prog r ess, as the 
dare of both House and Senate 
already crowded with bills to such an 
extent that not one-twentieth of them 
oan possibly be disposed of. 

Notwithstanding conference „ com¬ 
mittees of Democratic Senators, appoint¬ 
ed to help elect new Democratic Sena¬ 
tors, and meetings of prominent 
publicans held to devise means to elect 
new Republican Senators, it looks ss 
though the third party was the only one 
which actually wishes to gain any 
Senatorial recruits; at least that to what 
one to bound to infer when he hears 
Democrats wishing that the Republicans 
may secure enough of the doubtful 
Senators to give them oontrol of the 
Senate in tbs next Congress, sod Re¬ 
publicans making the same wishes for 
the Democrats. 

Senator Tel tor aay* It |» a waste of 

time to talk about repealing the present 
or Sherman 8Uver Law until something 
better can be offered the silver men in 
its pises. Hs still hopes that something 


may come of tffe International Monetary 
Conference, but does not expect it be¬ 
fore spring. If the conference fails en¬ 
tirely, he says. Congress must then 
necessarily tackle the silver question 
and adopt a law that shall be perma¬ 
nent. 

The employees of the Government 
Printing-office, particularly those who 
work at night, say the eight-hour law 
curtails their earnings to such an extent 
as to be hardship, and they propose 
asking Congress to amend the law so as 
to exempt that office. 

Ex-Senator Warner Miller and a Dum¬ 
ber of other gentlemen Interested in the 
passage of the bill providing for a 
Government guarantee of $100,000,000 of 
the bonds of the Nicaragua Canal Com¬ 
pany are in town talking up the advan¬ 
tages of their scheme. The bill is all 
right as fsr as the Senate is concerned, 
but it will have a hard time getting 
through ths House, If It ever does. 

The friends of the several Territories 
now eeeklag admission as States are 
discussing the feasibility of forming a 
combine to support an omnibus bill ad¬ 
mitting Arisons, New Mexico,Oklahoma, 
and Utah, and they believe that It to 
possible to push such a measure through 
both House and Senate, although it may 
be necessary, some of them think, to 
substitute a home-rule Territorial gov¬ 
ernment for Utah, Instead of Statehood, 
In order to get votes snough. Ths ides 
is te| be talked up In the Republican and 
Democratic caucuses to be held shortly. 

Rep r esen t a t ive Holman does not pro¬ 
pose that any public building bills shall 
be acted upon at this session If he can 
help it, and although his party some¬ 
times sits down rather hard upon his 
extra economical Ideas, there are reasons 
for ths bellsf that he will come very 
near to having his way this time. 

Ths House Committee on the Election 
of President and Vice-President la con¬ 
sidering several resolutions providing for 
constitutional amendments changing the 
method of electing President and Vice- 
President from the Electoral College to 
the people direct. 

Aocordlng to an estimate made by the 
fteoond Auditor of the Treasury, it would 
require $800,000,000 to pay the olaims, 
if the bill to pay the soldiers of the late 
war ths difference between the value of 
the greenbacks in whloh their salaries 
wsre paid during the war and gold at 
that time should be enacted^ Into a 
law.
